As a writer of Tales of the Maori Coast, it is not easy to see 
how Mr. Cowan can be beaten, since the lore of the Maori and the 
lore of the sea appear to be equally familiar to him. One of the best 
of his sea-stories, “The Ballochmyle Takes the Bar,” gives us a 
glimpse of the great days of Okarito, a place about 100 miles south 
of Hokitika, whose beaches, Mr. Cowan tells us, were once the richest 
goldfields on the West Coast, and attracted nearly 10,000 diggers in 
1865 and 1866. But at the height of its prosperity its very existence 
was threatened by a whisky famine, and when a schooner arrived 
from Dunedin with the necessary supplies she was prevented from 
landing her cargo by a bar of a different kind from those which had 
run dry—a bar which provides Okarito with ‘the most consistently 
unreliable shipping port on the Coast.” How, though the bar was 
silted up, the signal “‘ Take the Bar ” was hoisted by a self-constituted 
harbour-master; how the Ballochmyle stood in, made an opening where 
she could not find one, and, having bumped her way through, landed 
right side up on the beach; and how the amateur signaller justified 
his action to the astonished captain by the same plea afterwards used 
by the Germans to justify their invasion of Belgium—these things are 
told by Mr. Cowan with a combination of seamanship, humour, and 
picturesque particulars which it would be unfair to quote too precisely. 

Mr. Cowan tells his stories with a zest and a humour, with a vivid 
but natural and straightforward style, and with a wealth of local 
colour and obviously authentic detail that make them very good 
reading.—The Evening Post.
